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SUMMARY OF REMARKS FURNISHED ON REPORTS. 


The supply of labor greatly exceeded the demand. Owing to 
low prices and many poor crops, numbers of farmers were not in the 
position to pay wages and worked their farms with their own families 
and helped each other. ven those farmers working large holdings. 
employed as little assistance as possible. Many hands - mostly single 
young men - worked for their keep, with or without a tew shillings 
for wages or a small share of the crop. This accounts for the 
lowness of the averates recorded abovee 
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
